The Mass. Christian Endeavor 
conference and the Mount Her- 
mon Alumni Institute will both 
begin their sessions tomorrow

High School To Have 


Commercial Course 


When school opens in Septem- 
ber the high school will have a 
commercial curriculum in addition 
to its general and college prepar- 
atory courses, The freshmen and 
sophomore classes will be able to 
obtain a full secretarial course ‘be- 
fore they graduate and capable 
junior and senior students may be 
able to take some shorthand and 
typewriting. 

This preliminary announce- 
ment is being made so that all 
students enrolling in September 
will have had ample time to de- 
cide whether they are interested 
in secretarial training and are 
qualified to undertake such train- 
ing. Only those having good schol- 
astic records will be able to take 
the new courses and good grades 
will be a prerequisite for contin- 
ued study the following year. 

Northfield high school will open 
September 3 and all studeffts will 
be given an opportunity to sign 
up for the new courses at that 
time even though they tentatively 
signed up for other courses this 
June.

The British government is tak-|- 


ing steps to evacuate its children 
‘between the ages of 6 and 16 
years until hostilities are over, 


Twenty thousand wil take shelter 
in the dominions: 10,000 to Can- 
ada, 5,000 to Australia, 2,600 
each to New Zealand and South 
Africa. 

. British parents are touched to 
know that American citizens are 
ready to help and have already 
expressed a desire to welcome 
young Britishers for the duration 
‘of the war. An organization is be- 
ing set up in New York to handle 
details. 

Mr. and Mrs. Monroe Smith 
have invited three British children 
and their mother to share their 
home for this period, 

At least three other families 
have indicated they will open their 
homes here to the children of 
England.
